DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 



2. 



35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 



Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 



Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention as a 
whole must accomplish a practical application. That is it must produce a "useful, 
concrete and tangible result." State Street, 149 F.3d at 1373, 47 USPQ2d at 1601-02. 
The purpose of this requirement is to limit patent protection to inventions that possess a 
certain level of "real world" value, as opposed to subject matter that represents nothing 
more than an idea or concept, or is simply a staring point for future investigation or 
research (Brenner v. Manson, 383 U.S. 519, 528-36, 148 USPQ 689, 693-96); In re 
Ziegler, 992, F.2d 1197, 1200-03, 26 USPQ2d 1600, 1603-06 (Fed. Cir. 1993)). 
Accordingly, a complete claim should contain some indication of the practical 
application for the claimed invention. In claim 1, lines 17-20 only requires 
"characterizing the behavior of the multi-dimensional system as a function of the 
statistical measure, generated for the channel group, that reflects the correlation level 
between corresponding dynamical profiles associated with the selected at least one 
dynamical parameter." and does not produce useful, concrete and tangible results. For 
example, the results were not stored or communicated to the user. 
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Furthermore, a process that consists solely of the manipulation of an abstract idea is 
not concrete or tangible. See In re Warmerdam, 33 F.3d 1354, 1360, 31 USPQ2d 1754, 
1759 (Fed. Cir. 1994). See also Schrader, 22 F.3d at 295. 30 USPQ2d at 1459. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 
3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Hively et 
al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,484.132). 

Hively et ai. generating a multi-dimensional signal for each of a plurality of 
channels associated with the multi-dimensional system (see col. 3, lines 5-20); 
generating multiple dynamical profiles for each channel based on the corresponding 
multi-dimensional signal, where each profile reflects the dynamical characteristics of the 
corresponding channel in accordance with one of multiple dynamical parameters (see 
col. 6, lines 15-25); for a group of channels, generating a number of statistical 
measures, wherein each of the statistical measures reflects a correlation level between 
corresponding dynamical profiles, and wherein each of the con-esponding dynamical 
profiles is associated with one of the multiple dynamical parameters, selecting at least 
one dynamical parameter from amongst the multiple dynamical parameters, generating 
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a statistical measure for the channel group, wherein the statistical measure reflects a 
correlation level between corresponding dynamical profiles associated with the selected 
at least one dynamical parameter (see col. 7, lines 9-36 and col. 9, line 59 to col. 10, 
line 22); and characterizing the behavior of the multi-dimensional system as a function 
of the statistical measure, generated for the channel group, that reflects the correlation 
level between corresponding dynamical profiles associated with the selected at least 
one dynamical parameter (see col. 13, lines 46-67 and col. 8, lines 25-66). 

Prior art

Karlov et al. ['535] disclose diagnosing inapparent diseases from common clinical tests 
using Bayesian analysis.
